PUBLIC BUILDINGS 
IN SHANGHAI. 


No part of this week’s “Municipal 
Gazette” will probably be read with 
more interest than the report by 
Mr. C. H. Godfrey on the proposed 
pagoda, which is to be the subject 
of a resolution at the Ratepayers’ 
Meeting on Monday. As the time 
of Shanghai’s annual parliament 
approaches, there is nearly 
one question that overshadows all 
others in popular interest. And 
since the tramways concession 
has already been 0 thoroughly 
threshed out in correspondence that 
the majority of voters will ver 
possibly go to the Town Hall wit 
their minds made up beforehand, 
and the new Rules of Procedure 
belong to a somewhat different 
order of things, the pagoda should 
certainly attract a fair share of the 
genoral attention, if only for its 
bearing on the future disposition of 
Shanghai. A glance at the diagram 
in“ The Municipal Gazette,” show- 
ing the rela‘ive heights of the pagoda 
and other buildings, serves to indi- 
cate the real inwardness of the 
scheme—although it is fair to point 
out that the drawing of the pagoda 
as here given is but a rough sketch, 
that must not be taken as an exact re- 
presentation of the ultimate appear- 
ance. As the Municipal Engineer 
observes, “the whole question of 
erection of tall buildings in Shang- 
hai resta upon the present applica 
tion.” In other words, the 

tion foresees the day when 
Shanghai may become a city of 
sky-scrapers. What is permitted 
for purposes of entertainment to- 
day could scarcely be refused for 
business or residential uses to- 
morrow. On technical grounds 
Mr. Godfrey sees no objection to 
the plan, provided that certain con- 
ditions enjoined by the nature of 
the soil are observed ; and it re- 
mains for the community to decide 
whether it agrees or disagrees with 
the dictum that “Shanghai would 
be better served by tall buildings 
with more open spaces, than low 
buildings with little or nothing but 
narrow roads.” 

Clearly in questions of this nature, 
where the issue turns on the per- 
sonal predilection of individuals, it 
is not the province of a newspaper 
to pronounce judgement one way 





















jor the other. -The principle 
volved, the future laying out of 
Shanghai, is one that concerns 
public convenience; but while 
to the pu must be left the 
ultimate decision, it may be per- 
missible to enumerate a few of the 
main features of the scheme, both 
for present and futnre guidance. 
As our readers will recollect, we 
stipulated when the pagoda was 
Grst mooted that adequate guar- 
antees must be given of a satisfac- 
tory design from the aesthetic 
standpoint, and of proper provision 
against dilapidation ; and that, in 
the event of the pagoda’s failing to 
pay, it must not be left as a stranded 
white elephant on the town. On 
all these points the promoters have 
shown a commendable readiness to 
fall into line with public wighes. 
While the actual plans are not, we 



















believe, as yet complete, there ap- 
pears no reason to doubt that they 
will be  becomingly designed. 
Furthermore, we understand, a sum 
of Tis. 30,000 will be lodged in the 
hands of guarantors, which will 
only be returned to the promoters 
when the building is absolutely 
finished. Should any hitch occur 
before completion is reached, the 
building may thus be pulled down 
without expense to the community. 
It will also be noticed that the 
resolution to be moved on Monday 
is so worded as to allow of the 
Municipal Council’s imposing a 
pecial tax on the pagoda as an 
ditional security for repairs. 








Finally we aro given to understand 


that the original intention to erect 
the pagoda in the vicinity of the 
Foochow Road has been abandoned, 
and that the promoters are pro- 
specting for a site in the Peking 








Road, where, they argue, -the 
pagoda should assist in the C'ouncil’s 
standing design of opening up a 


fresh thoroughfare to the western 
district. 

So much for the promoters’ pro- 
posals ; and, if thoy fail in their 
‘attempt, it may be admitted that the 
Ratepayers’ refusal wil! not be duo 
to any want of conciliation on the 
applicants’ part. But whether the 
pagoda is to be or not to be, the cir- 
cumstances in which the scheme 
has been brought forward serve to 
direct attention to what may be- 
come a real need in the administra- 
tion of Shanghai. Examination of 
the Municipal building regulations 
both for foreign and Chinese houses, 
private or public, shows that while 
the most minute precautions are 
taken as regards foundations, 
chimneys, roofs, walls, doors and 
windows, ovorything in short that 
comes within the requirements of 
health und safety, no provision is 
made to ensure a certain standard 
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Service. 








of appearance ; and the question 
rises whether the time has not 
come to appoint some kind of artistic 
committee to supervise designs of 
new houses, after the manner of 
whatis done, For example, in Paris. 
In the case of those who may come 
before the Council with plans 
requiring special permission, it is, 
of course, easy to keep a check on 
design. Bat without considering 
the precedent that may be estab- 
lished by the projected pagoda, 
we have to remember that the 
whole laying-ont of Shanghai is 
changing daily. In the principal 
streets are many old buildings 
whose days are strictly numbered ; 
and as they and others have to be 
replaced, it would be.well, with the 
heritage before us of narrow streets 
left by those who could not foresee 
Shanghai’s prosent development, to 
endeavour to combine comeliness 
with solidity. There are difficulties, 
no doubt, in the way of such a com- 
mittee, but they ‘need not prove 
insuperable. It should preferably 
be an international body ; and its 
functions might be confined within 
the old lines of the Settlement. 
Private houses in the western and 
Yangtzepoo districts might be left 
more or less to their own devices, for 
the good reason that, if they are 
hideous, people will not take them, 
But though the Settlement tends to 
become less and less residential, 
there is no reason why its appoar- 
ance might not be more considered 
with a view to reducing the prosent 
discrepancy between the Band and 
interior streets ; so that Shanghai 
may become outwardly as alluring 
as it is found to be, on experience, 
inwardly.

We 
are acting to the detriment of 
China and of British commerce 
with the United States, in the teeth 
of our solemn agreements. Let us 
hope that wiser counsels will yet 
prevail in Downing Street."

AND THE PRESS,

Tr is not often that a document 
of the striking interest attuching to 
Viceroy Chang Jen-chiin’s me-

public Press. With Chinese edicts 
and memorials in general the world 
is now familiar, but an administra- 
tive report of this nature is not 
usually allowed in China to en- 
lighten public opinion. ‘The decu- 
ment is at onco tragic and 
humorous, It is humorous by 
reason of the naiveté with which 
the facts of the caso are set forth, 
and of the ingenuousness underly- 
ing the efforts of one member of 
the official class so to reprimand a 
colleague for an offence of which 
all officials are in varying degrees 
guilty that he will satisly the Peking 
authorities and public opinion, 
without pronouncing _ strictures 
severe enough to incriminate him- 
self, if he should be found out in 
the same way. Far more, however, 
is tho Viccroy’s memorial tragic, 
both for the sentiments that it con~ 
tains and for the fact that bis views 
aro solemnly endorsed in Peking 
and are sent out to the world as a 
sample of Uhina’s official morality, 
practised, condoned and approved 
in the highest quarters. With the 
ethics of a subsidized Press we are 
not, for the moment, concerned ; 
but we must remind Viceroy Chang 
Jen-chiin that he errs grievously in 
supposing in his untravelled omnis- 
cience that “in every country of 
the world the Government appro- 
priates funds for the assistance of 
newspapers, in all cases with the 
object of protection.” This state- 
ment is quite untrue of the fore- 
imost Press of the world. Foreigners: 
will think, rather, of tho financial 
morality that stands revealed by 
the Vicoroy’s admissions, They tell 
of nothing that has not becn com- 
monly attributed to Chinese finance; 
Wat it is tragic to find thus laid bare 
Voth in tho case of the Nanking 
Vicoroy and of the Peking Govern- 
ment, that “takes note” and 
approves, tho most abysmal igno- 
rance of and indifference to the 
clements of honest finance in the 
conduct of public affairs. 

Owing to the representations of 
tho Provinciat Assembly, Viceroy 
Chang Jen-chiin was ordered by 
the Peking Governinent “to inves- 
tigate into the official management 
of newspapers and the private use 
of public funds therefor” in his 
provinces and more purticularly in 
Shangbai. Krom a Chinese point

of view the Viceroy was well fitled 
to carry out this inquiry, because 
he is said to affect complete un- 
concern at public criticism and to 
be in no way anxious to pay for 
Press encomiums on his personal 
attributes or on his administration. 
The result of his inquiry, accord- 
ingly, fits in with his previous 
reputation ; the official Press in 
Shanghai is to revert to “ com- 
mercial management” for the sake 
of liberating certain funds, but 
there is to be no relaxation of the 
official hold upon the Press, while 
—for inconsistencies do not trouble 
the Chinese official world—* means 
are to be sought to extend the 
official newspapers.” We are in- 
debted, however, to Viceroy Chang 
Jen-chiin for incorporating in his 
ial a report by the present 
Shanghai Taotai sent to Nanking 
in April 1908, a very short time 
after his arrival at this port. Tao- 
tai Tsui Nai-haang found that 
“the newspapers of Shanghai bring 
destruction to the Government of 
the day ; their utterances are given 
easily and unsparingly and thoy 
stimulate public motives for the 
furtherance of private interest.” 
To remedy this state of affairs he 
proposed tout court to buy up the 
Shanghai vernacular press or such 
Papers as were not already under 
suitable control. The scheme was 
put forward with scrupulous ox- 
actitude ; the amount required for 
the purpose was stated to be Tis. 
183,696.82, together with a sum 
of Tis. 34,634.56 to mect current 
losses on the conduct of the news- 
papers, and of the total the Taotai 
undertook to defray the sum of 
Tis. 160,740, if the balance were 
met by the Kiangnan Finance 
Bureau, the Northern Commis- 
sioner of Trade and the Province 
of Yimnan. Moreover Tuotai Tsai 
Nai-huang explained that his share 
of the transaction would be raised 
by “horrowing from the interest 
acecued on the Huangpu Con- 
servancy funds,” leaving the 
amount to be refunded (sic) by 
annual contributions of Tis. 10,000 
rom the Shanghai yamén, while 
other public funds would be appro- 
priated and invested ut seven per 
cent in order to defray the annual 
loss on the papers. This astounding 
Proposition was not only put for- 
ward by Taotai Tsai, but was ap- 
proved by Vieeroy Tuan Fang and 
duly noted hy the Waiwupu. Spe- 
cial interest ‘attaches to the appro- 
priation of Huangpu Conservancy 
funds, for it is hardly necessary to 
point out that the “* borrowing ” 
of Conservancy money at six per 
cent is hardly a fair deal, when the 
money has been obtained in the first 
instance at seven per cent together, 





























with cost of redemption. It is not 
clear whether this sum of Tis, 
160,740 has subsequently been 
accounted for by the payment of 
Tis. 300,000 for the completion of 
the conservancy contract or whether 
it is money accruing to the ‘Taotai 
for interest on the portions of the 
loan which he has held. If the 
latter, it will be interesting to learn 
whether the sum appears in the 
accounts of the Conservancy Bourd. 
The purport of Viceroy Chang 
Jen-chiin’s memorial is to exonerate 
Taotai Tsai Nai-huang from all 
blame, inasmuch as responsibility 
can be shifted to ex-Vicoroy Tuun 
Fang. Many of the (hineso papers 
in Shanghai, he writes, “ confuse 
the Government with evil writing” 
and the Taotui’s action “ in devising 
means of obtaining control of them 
wax in fact with the object of re- 
sisting wild discussion.” In the 
financial arrangements made by 
Taotai Tsai Nai-huang the Viceroy 
sees nothing deserving of official 
condemnation ; but he agrees (hut 
the newspapers bought hy the 
Taotai are to “revert to’ com- 
mercial management,” and that 
the funds obtained “shall be 
withdrawn, in regard for tho fact 
that these aro public funds.” Apart 
from this attempt to mect public 
opinion and at the same time to 
shield a fellow-official, two features 
stand out prominently in the 
memorial, To one, the total lack 
of honesty in all matters of public 
finance, we have already alluded ; 
the other is the determination of 
the Chinese Government to keep a 
firm hold upon the Press of the 
country. In the intervals of their 
anti-foreign crusades it would be 
well if the students and gentry of 
China were to study carefully the 
regulations proposed by Viceroy 
Chang Jen-chiin and approved by 
the Government for vornacul: 
newspapors, A free and enligh 
ed Press under such conditions 
is an impossibility. The change 
that has faken place in the Press 
since the officials began to buy 
up newspapers has heen widely 
noticed and it is not to be 
supposed tbat the number of 
officially-owned organs will materi- 
ally decrease. em of 
registration whic! 
hefore a newspaper can be 
post the officials exercise rigid 
control over the whole Press, and 
“young ( should take note 
that by such methods the cause of 
reform is seriously hampered. No 
‘one will deny that left to itself the 
Chinese Press as a whole is capable 
of the crudest excesses, for the pen 
that is turned to-day against for- 
ay deal to-morrow in a 

similar spirit with Chinese officials.

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But a Press like a nation in reform 
requires time and opportunity to 
grow. In official ownership it can 
acquire neither self-respect nor a 
sense of responsibility ; and the 
restrictions that are now imposed 
upon the Chinese Press will serve 
only to embitter the revulsion of 
feeling when the nation requires 
ita own iat the hands of the present 
official class, 











A CANADIAN 


NAVY. 
March 14. 

By her decision to construct a 
navy of her own Canada has taken 
an important step in her develop 
ment as an integral portion of the 
British Empire and must now defio- 
itively be held to have passed from 
a Colony toa State. A subject of 
serious consideration for twenty 
yours, naval defence has been for 
many months past uppermost among 
the topics of discussion in the Cana- 
dian political world, and the pro- 
blem has only now been finally 
threshed ont after a debate of seve- 
ral weeks in the House of Commons. 
In the altered form in which the 
Government Naval Bill has passed 
its second reading the Dominion 
stands pledged to a local navy com- 
prising four cruisers of the Bristol 
type, of 4,800 tons’ displacement 
and a capacity to steam twenty-five 
knots, H. M. S. Niobe of 11,000 
tons and a speed of twenty knots, 
six torpedo-boat destroyers of the 
improved River class, and H. M.S. 
Rainbow, a protected cruiser of 
3,600 tons and a speed of twenty 
knots. The Niobe and the Rainbow 
are to be purchased as soon as possi- 
ble from the British Government 
and will be used at first as training 
ships, the former on the Atlantic 
station, the latter on the Pacific. 
On the completion of the fleet two 
of the Bristol craisers are to be 
stationed on the Pacific with thr 
Rainbow, and two on the Atlantic 
with the Niobe, which will then 
take her place as an active unit, and 
the destroyers. The capital cost of 
the ships named, together with the 
establishment of a naval college, 
will amount to nearly eleven million 
dollars, if the vessels be purchased 
in England, but this sam will be 
increased by some wenty-five per 
cent if the scheme of building them 
in Canada is adopted. For the 
creation of a naval force, consisting 
of a permanent corps, a reserve 
force and a volunteer force, and 
current expenses incidental to the 
establishment of a Naval Service, 
annual appropriations will be re- 
quired of from one-and-a-quarter 
tuillion dollars for the first year to 











two-and-a-qurter million for the 
fourth year, while, when the fleet 
is completed, the cost of mainten- 
ance is set down at over three-and- 
If million dollars. Finally the 
Bill contained the important pro- 
vision that “in the case of emer- 
gency the Governor in Council may 
place at the disposal of His Majesty 
for general service in the Royal 
Navy the naval service or any part 
thereof”: but if such action were 
taken by the Government at an 
‘time when Pi was not sit- 
ting, then Parliament was to be 
summoned to meet within fifteen 
days. 

Regarding the necessity for 
action in the matter of naval 
defence it can be said that no 
two opinions exist in Canada, 
bat on the details of the 
Dominion’s naval policy a very 
wide divergence of thought bas 
manifested itself. As is well known, 
politics play a conspicuous part in 
Canadian life and it was an occa- 
sion for no little annoyance to the 
Opposition, which bad been respon- 
sible for the creation of public 
feoling in favour of naval defence, 
to find the Government appropriat- 
ing to itself the honour of 
inaugurating a concrete scheme. 
The subject bad played no part at 
the last election, and for thi 
it was urged that in view of 
the strong divergence of opinion 
on details, no steps ought to have 
been taken in the matter notil tl 
country had had an opportunity 
of indicating its real wishes. Array 
ed against the Government's policy 
of a local navy were the adherents 
of the principle of an annual con- 
tribution to the Imperial Navy, 
with such minor restriction as 
would enable the Dominion to tik 
pride and pleasare in her share of 
the barden of empire. It wus held 
to be not only a ssfer plan, but! 
also a less costly method to place » 
lamp sum each year at the Ad- 
miralty’s disposal. Furthermore, 
there seems to bave been a strong 
feeling that the Government's 
scheme, as set forth in the Bill, 
was, if not actually rong in 
principle, at least inadequate to 
the occasion It was contended 
that whereas Great Bri bad 
need of Canadu’s immediate snp- 
port, the Bill only offered possible 
‘ance in the future, and very 
limited assistance to boot. Hence 
the amendment to contribute at 
‘once two Dreadnoughts to the 
Imperial Navy, and to make the 
Dominion’s permanent naval policy’ 
a subject for the deliberat= verdict 
‘of the people as a whole. To these 
counter-proposals the Government:

jority secured the passage of 
its own scheme on the second 
reading. 

It will readily be understgod that 
the idea of a navy of its own must 
he eminently popular in the 
Domini n, and the otly rearon for 
hesitating to adopt this method of 
naval defence must be found in the 
fear that the country’s resources 
are not sufficient for reully practical 
assistance on these lines. The 
Admiralty, it is understood, taking 
into consideration Canada’s limita- 
tions, favoured the concentration of 
her expenditure on a definite battle 
unit in the Pacific. Osher counsels, 
however, have prevuiled, and the 
Dominion’s nucleus fivet is to be 
weakened by division between the 
Atluntic und Pacific stations. 
While its quota to Imperial defence 
will be cordially — welcomed 
throughout the Empire, it is por- 
missible to express regret that 
Canadian politicians bave set them- 
selves up aguinst the advice of 
Navy experts. ‘The progress of 
Canida's embryonic fleet will be 
ied with the closest interest ; 
hut itis to be feared that she has 
chosen the longest route towards 
obtaining an adequate navy of her 
own, The Imperial spirit, however, 
has been shown and’ we may 
now look forward to the day when 
Australia, Canada and " South 
Africa, no longer mere colonial 
adjunets to the Mother Country but 
uxiliary © Kingdoms ” of the Em- 
pire, shall be such a formiduble 
source of naval and military 
strength to Great Britain that the 
peace of the world stands assured. 


THE PROBLEM OF 
THE STUDENT 
CLASS. 

March 15, 

AmoxG the many gaeations to 
which the progress of the new 
learning in China gives rise, it is 
becoming increasingly evident that 
none den.ands more attention than 
that of the employment of foreign- 
trained students.” No doubt time 
wil bring its own solution of the 
problem. But it is clearly desirable 
that the process of solution should 
tw as short as possible ; and it is, 
therefore, satisfactory to see that 
thematter is being taken up zealonsly 
by the “ World’s Chinese Students’ 
Journal.” Te is noted that whereas 
but sixty foreign-trained students 
presented themselves as candidates 
at the metropolitan examination of 
the year before last, the numbers 
had swelled to about three hundred 
at Inst year’s examination. Under 
the new system of examination, it 


has become customary with the 
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Peking Government to draft a few 
of the successful men into various 
Ministries, or into provincial educa- 
tional institutions. Others find 
employment in the now industrial 
enterprises that have begun to come 
into existence. But what becomes 
of the vast majority is beyond tell- 
ing: “and in view of the now 
scholarship system which proposes 
to send one hundred students yearly 
to the United States, and the in- 
creasing exodus of Chinese youths 
to foreign countries for modern 
learning, sooner or later there will 
be a supply out of proportion to the 
demand of foreign-educated men 
in Chins.” The now accepted 
belief that China is on the road to 
reform would appear to supply an 
answer to the question thus rai 
But on closer investigation that 
answer proves to be largely super- 
ficial.‘ Thore is little evidence as 
yet on the part of the Government 
in the provinces of an earnest 
endeavour to change the old ways.” 
Provincial officials, it is pointed out, 
are recruited from the ranks of the 
“old school ” men. Commissioners 
of Education are of the same stamp. 
‘The directors of provincial institutes 
are too often merely expectant Txo- 
tais who regard their position as a 
stepping-stone to better things and 
have proportionately small interest 
in their work. In class the new 
student-teachers may exercise a 
certain influence, but they have 
little scope for offering practical 
suggestions in general management. 
‘On these considerations our con- 
temporary advocates complete 
reorganization by the Central 
Government of all provincial in- 
stitutions ; the distribution of 
foreign-trained stadents, who bave 
d tho metropolitan examina- 
tion, thronghout the provinces, 
under recommendation of the 
Throne, as directors of Government 
institutions, hospitals, industrial 
enterprises, etc. ; and a system of 
promotion based upon qualification 
and efficiency. Finally it is sug- 
gested that fees should be charged 
for the maintenance of schools and 
hospitals. The latter recommenda- 
tion is presumably designed to give 
to the people a direct interest in the 
efficiency of such institutions, while 
stimulating a healthy rivalry among 
them ; and there is little doubt that 
the whole scheme iE properly 
carried ont would tend to ‘the 
hastening of real progress and 
efficiency.” But without any desire 
for merely captious criticism, it 
must be felt that the solutions 
suggested by our contemporary do, 
inthe main. but posh the. problem 
one degree farther back. It is the 
old difficulty of belling the cat. 
By what means is the Government 
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to be indaced to reorganize th 
provincial institutions, which, as om 
contemporary indicates, are regard. 


ed asa convenient means of side- 
tracking importunate members of 


an over-stocked officialdom? 01 


how are Viceroys and Governors 
to be persuaded to accept the 
Throne’s recommendation in favour 
‘of promotion by efficiency ? Even 
if these obstacles were successfully 
overcome, it may well be doubted

often returned upon China from 
the Japanese universities. But in 
generalizations it is usually tho 
Teast attractive specimen that gives 
its name to the whole ; and for the 
present the denomination of 
student does not convey a very 
weleome impression either abroad 
ii In time this dis- 
advantage will pass, especially as 
the uncertain benefits of a merely 
second-hand training in Western 
knowledge become genorally re- 
cognized and the influence of the 
best class of stadents gains ground.

the work done by the (Council, 
although much that it contnins is 
n|no longer now. It is well, there- 

fore, that Ratepayers shonld not 
bo deterred by its formidable pro 
rtions froin a conscientious effort 
to master its conten’s before the 
Ratepayers’ Meeting on Monday 
next. For op. many points raised 
daring the year it will be found 
useful to refresh the, memory at 
this, juncture ; while, if serious 
analysis of the Finanoial Stitement 
or Budget were fossible wi hin the 
fow bours’ discussion provided hy 
the anuual Parliament, it would be 
essentinl to know all that the 
Report, indicates of the (ouncil’s 
views and plans in regard to the 
numeross subjects that fall within 
its jurisdiction, Thas in the matter 
of expenditure upon public works, 
there is much to bo learned From a 
close study of the activities of the 
Department concerned. The exact 
allocation of the money spent on 
{road extensions and widenings is 
sat. forth,,.and jt is, mad, eles, 
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that the Council's policy in this 
respect is to distribute the funds 
at its disposal broadcast over the 
Settlement and outside it, rather than 
to concentrate expenditure on one 
or two of the most important under- 
takings with a view to bringing 
them to completion at the earliest 

ible date. As we have already 
pointed out, such a policy may be 
entirely sound, but it is, perbaps, 
advisable to obtain the sanction of 
Ratepayers for the policy of pur- 
chasing land for roads in Sicawei 
country, while the Peking or other 
central roads are still far from com- 
pletion. Of special interest in this 
Roport is the careful exposé of the 
Council’s case for settlement exten- 
sion, which is illustrated by @ 
coloured plan. Apart from’ the 
correspondence of the year under 
review, the official record of the 
facts concerning former negotiations 
for tho inclusion of a portion of the 
Paoshan district are reproduced 
from a Blue Book of 1900. It was 
then clearly stated that in agreeing 
to the former extension the Consular 
Body said nothing “ which would 
in any way pledge us to refrain 
froin making demands for further 
extension in tho direction of Pao- 
shan or elsewhere in tho fature.” 

‘The opportumity afforded to the 
Commandant of the Volunteers of 
commenting upon various Service 
matters that have come up for 
discussion during the year has been 
improved upon by Lieutenant-Col- 
pat A. A.B. Barnes, ‘who makes, 
perhaps, the most interesting con- 
tribution to the Annual Report. 
His remarks onght to be most 
carefully studied by every member 
of the Corps and may be commended 
to those who are not Volunteers, as 
throwing an interesting light on 
matters to which no member of 
this community can be indifferent. 
It is a matter for regret that the 
Artillery Company stands at the 
present moment deprived of 
shooting ground, but it should be 
possible to make arrangements for 
an annual practice in the neigh- 
Lourhood of Woosung. The report 
calls uttontion to the fact that “ B” 
Company is in need of recruits, 
but the general status of the Corps 
is eminently satisfactory. On the

eficiency of the Corps for the 
practical purposes for which it] 
exists must always be the first 
consideration. It is to be hoped, 
therefore, that the current year 
will see the Corps settled down for’ 
a clear and consistent policy of 
development, to the elimination of 
the blemishes indicated by the 
Commandant, such as the neglect 
of arms andorders. There remains) 
the question of the Headquarters 
and Drill Hall, which has been 
advanced during the year to the 
extent of raling certain sites out of 
court. As the matter now stands, 
the Soochow Road foreshore has 
been “nnanimonsly rejected” as 
ja proposed site by a Board of 
[Senior Officers, but is apparently 
favoured by the Council and the 
Commandant ; the Mobawk Road 
site has the support of the Board, 
land the only formidable objection 
that has been raised against it is 
its distance from the centre of the 
Settlement, and from the “ point of 
mean residence” of the whole 
Corps, which is north of the Soo- 
chow Creek. This matter is thus 
left open for further discussion. 
Although the monthly reports of 
the Captain-Superintendent of 
Police have been a special feature 
in “The Municipal Gazette” dur- 
ing the past year, Colonel (. D. 
Bruce has been able to cover in- 
teresting ground in the Annual 
Report, notably in the matter of his 
remarks upon traffic. For those 
enamonred of statistics we may 
int out that during the twelve 
ours between 7 a.m. and 7 p.m. 
on April 7, 1909, tho average 
number of vehicles passing per 
minute the junction of Nanking 
and Kiangse Roads was twenty- 
eight, and of pedestrians cighty- 
three. In such circumstances the 
shrewd recommendations of the 
Captain-Superintendent for dealing 
with the congestion of traffic are 
entitled to serious consideration, 
and for this reason we should have 
welcomed the inclasion in the 
Budget of a vote for paving with 
wood the whole of the Nanking 
Road—a vote that was rejected last 
year more or less on a misunder- 
standing, In the space at our dis- 
posal it. is impossible even to 
summarize all the subjects treated 
in the Annual Report that call for 
carefal perusal, and our purpose is 
merely to indicate the need 
for a personal stndy of these 
Municipal chronicles. Nearly, 
every Department has something 
of interest and — importance 
to Ratepayers (0 record — and 
the departmental reports ought, 
therefore, to bo read by all. It 
will be noticed that the past yeur 
in regard to new buildings was the 
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quictest year since 1900, due to 
the decrease in the number of 
Chinese houses. Inasmuch as the 
average rate of erection of foreign 
houses was maintained, we may be 
dealing here with a phaso of con- 
siderable significance to the Settle- 
ment, which must be watched in the 
interests of the community. On 
land purchase frauds the Municipal 
Engineer has a serviceable warning 
to utter, while it is satisfactory to 
learn that the question of dust 
is engaging his attention. Allied 
with this are the remarks of 
the Blectrical Engineer on the 
smoke nuisance, which as a munici- 
pal problem deserves more extendod 
reference than we oan give it here. 
It is impossible to read Mr. T. H. 
U. Aldridge’s report without being 
strack by the wholesome progres- 
‘veness with which this department 
being conducted, and there is no 
need for surprise that local firms aro 
inclined to view the Electrical 
Engineer’s masterful activity with 
misgivings. Mr. Aldridge, how- 
ever, gives n good account of his 
stewardship, and should be able to 
rely upon the support of the com- 
munity in his efforts to extend tho 
use of electricity without crossing 
the border line of municipal trading. 
Other features of the Annual 
Report might be commented upon, 
but we have said enough to indicate 
that as a record of contemporary 
municipal history the volume is one 
of considerable interest and merit. 
Tt reflects credit on the Secretariat 
responsible for its compilation ; and 
when it is remembered that a 
meeting of the Council takes place 
‘once a week, while the Committees 
meet on an average only once a 
fortnight in the case of the Watch 
Committee, once a mouth for the 
Works Committee and once in 
seven wecks for the Finance (Jom- 
mittee, it will be understood that 
no small amount of work falls upon 
the permanent officials of the Muni- 
cipal Council.

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JAPANESE 
COMMERCIAL 


MORALITY. 
March 17. 

Wiram the past few days the 
progress of Japanese indusiry has 
heen diversified by an incident of 
which the interest is certainly much 
in excess of the relatively small 
amount of attention that it has 


attracted. The outward and visible| the 


sign is a memorial submitted to the 
Throne by the Yokohama guilds of 
Japanese merchants, dealing with 
the inferiority, complained of abroad, 
of Japanese goods. But in the 
mature of things, this memorial is 
only the climax of a scandal that 
has beon growing gradually for 
some years, during which Japanese 
Consuls abroad have made frequent 
allusions to the inferior quality of 
Japanese exports. There is, of 
course, nothing inherently wrong 
in the manufacture of cheap goods. 
The complaint arises when such 
stuff is sent abroad in fulfilment of 
orders based on samples of vastly 
superior quality: and the case 
against a certain class of Japanese 
merchants was forcibly worded in 
a recent report from the Jopaneso 
Consul-General at Bombay. “ The 
samples sent by the Japanese 
merchants,” he wrote, “aro not 
really to be credited, and this 
involves great trouble and con- 
fusion. Tt is to be deplored, 
as an indisputable fact, that there 
is one sort of short-sighted dis- 
honest Japanese merchants, who’ 
are always eager to obtain a 
temporary profit just hefore their 
eyes, and who resort to extremely 
detestable and crafty expedients. 
They will send samples far superior 
in quality in comparison with the 
price quoted, and when they receive 
orders according to the ‘simples, 
thoy never manufacture goods equal 
to the samples in quality but ship 
inferior goods suitablo to price.’ 
Confronted with the inevitable 
complaint, the offenders attempt 
to shufite out of their responsibility 
‘on such excuses as increased cost 
of material, the rise in wages and 
the lil If eventually driven to 
lower their prices, they will still 
manage to retain a fair margin of 
profit. “This ominous comment 
‘on Japanese merchants in general,” 
concludes the Consul, “ even though 
it is the view of the minority, 
must damage the prestige of good 
and honest Japanese merchants 
en masse as well.” 

Hence, after some considerable 

















delay, the memorial: and it must, ji 


with ‘regret, be admitted that the 
Yokohama guilde, instead of frankly 
meeting the Coneul-General’s un- 









doubtedly just observations, havo 
been at considerable pains to evade 
the one real point at issue. Their 
statement, of which a full trans- 
lation appears in “The Japan 
Chronicle,” is divided into two 
main sections, defects on the Japan- 
ese side, and defects on the foreign 
side. For the former, it is pointed 
out that the export of Japanese 
goods was originally undertaken 
by foreign merchants “more for 
sake of novelty than for the 
[urpose of permanent trade”, and 
thus the sellers, as a rule, “did not 
concern themselves much about the 
juality of the goods they supplied.” 

rticles for export were specially 
manufactured, or modified to suit 
requirements ; and what is known 
as the Settlement trade passed into 
the bands of “irresponsible traders 
who dreamed of making a fortune 
atu stroke”. Added to this, com- 
petition among Japanese traders 
induces cutting of prices, with 
adverse consequences to the quality 
of stuff produced ; and while the 
manufacture of goods for export is 
condacted “under most irregular 
and disconnected conditions,” the 
necossity of fulfilling an order hy 
a given time also teads to hurried 
and faulty workmanship. On the 
other side of the account wo aro 
asked to believe that foreign mer- 
chants prefer low-priced articles 
because they command a bettor 
market than those at high prices ; 
and that the merchants are, “as a 
rule, destitute of a sufficient know- 
ledge to discriminate nice points in 
the quality of Japanese goods”. 
Furthermore, there is “a marked 
tendency among foreigners to bay 
goods that have been in demand 
among the botter-class people at a 
price that will suit the purse of the 
lower classes” ; and, having com- 
petition among themselves, “ they 
try to buy for their clients abroad 
as cheap as possible.” Tt is difficalt 
to see how this argument squares 
with the recognized fact that com- 
petition among buyers tends to 
send priees up, and, for practical 
example, thut io the Japanese ports 
frequented hy foreign merchants 
exports have increased and imports 
decreased in price. 

‘This, however, is but one of the 
extraordinarily childish inconsis- 
tencies in which the whole memorial 
abounds. A+ our Kobe contem- 
porary points out, the Yokohama 
guilds completely ignore tho ex- 
perts—for example, in tea and 
silk—who are retained as buyers 
by foreign merchants ; as also that 
in one notable case, the habutai 
beret whatever has been done 
to check the decay of this business 
bas been due far more to the 
energy aud initiative of foreign 











merchants than to native producers 
or anthorities. But more notewor- 
thy than all else, particularly in 
view ‘of the position of the memo- 
rialists, is the bad faith that invents 
‘an answer to any charge but tho 
real one, namely that sample and 
shipment are two different thi 
anxious to believe with the 
Japanese Consul-General that this 
accusation only applies to “one 
sort” of merchant ; but it must be 
confessed that the memorial sum- 
marized above goes far to cut the 
round from under such a belief. 
fo harder task is met with by 





”| Japan's foreign friends than that 


of replying to the charges of com- 
mercial immorality so unceasingly 
levelled at her. In such things it 
is needless to say that no nation is 
is blameless. But it cannot be 
denied that Japan has acquired a 
special notoriety in this respect, 
which is all the more unfortvaate 
in that she so lately entered herself 
as a competitor in the world’s 
markets. The long scandal of 
piracy of trademarks has left a 
slar on the name of Japanese 
manufacturers which will not 
easily be effaced. The system of 
cotton bonuses and lotteries is at 
least questionable in practice ; and 
in the present instance it is to be 
observed that the complaint does not 
emanate only from foreigners but 
bstantiated by Japanese of- 
ficials. Worst of all is the impres- 
sion which, rightly or wrongly has 
gained ground, that in any suit 
against a Japanese a foreign clai- 
mant enters the court with a heavy 
partisanship against him. It is 
satisfactory to know that on this 
latter score there is already a 
marked improvement. But the 
complaint that we have been dis- 
cussing, and especially the Yoko- 
hama guilds’ memorial indicate 
that Japanese businessmen have 
yet a long way to go to regain thei 

good name, The question m 

be taken in hand by every indi- 
vidual trader ; and as the Japanese 
have been able to realize the ideal 
of the individuality * of patriotism 
in other things, we may e 
that they will yet do so in things 
‘of commercial morality.

ON THE PERSIAN 
FRONTIER. 


LROTORE BY COLONEL c. D. BROCE. 
An interesting lectare was given on 
Wednesday nightat the Union Church 
Hallby Golonel (.

C. E. Darwent 
and seeonded by the Rev, E. Box, for a 
lecture that proved all too short was 
heartily endorsed by all present. 

Colonel Brace spoke somewhat as 
follows :—“ One of the first points of 
interest passed on the Trans-Caspian 
Railway going eastward from the Cas- 
pian Sea is Geok-Tepe near Asbkabad, 
the scene of the final massacre of the 
Tarcoman hordes by the Russian 
General Skobeleff in January 1881. 

Some eighteen months prior to 
January 1881 the Rassian General 
Skobeleff had been dispatched to wi 
out the Torcoman power on the P 
frontier, and with 7,000 men and sixty 
ad started to invest the for- 
tress of Geok-Tepo. 

Haring advanced with much Joss and 
difficalty, chiefly owing to cli 
conditions and the oature of the 
conatry, practically a sandy desert, 
Skobeleff had pitched his main camp at 
short distance from the Torcoman 
fort. Within this latter the flower of 
the Tekke tribes wit ‘ir wives and 
smilies, (altogether some 35,000 souls 
aided by 10,000 Tarcoman irregular 
horse) had taken refuge, 

After less than « month's sapping, 
by use of trenches dag nnder cover of 
darkness. Skobeleff's forces had man- 
‘aged to spproach within 100 yards of 
the outer Turcoman defences. So near 
wero the opposing force that the 
Rassians in the advanced trenches could 
even hear the Tekkes conversing on 
the

and fearful weathor had 89 delayed the 
carriage that my guide had abandoned 
avy hope of getting through under at 
leant four or five days. 

On third day after descending 
‘on the Pertian side from the steep and 
rugged monntain track we unexpectedly 
‘came upon one first spare horees at 3 
o'clock iu the afternoon, Then began 
8 ridoof sixty-fonr miles to Meshed with 
fone relays of horees. It was slow and 
dangerous going alter dark and we did 
not enter Meshed antil after midnight, 
having been on the road since 6.30 
, driving and riding,

of Colonel Bruce's objects in 
making a detour from the main trip to 
Meshed was to visit the famous fortress 
Kelat-I-Nadiri, which he likened in the 
heyday of its glory to Edinbargh 
Castle, Those, he said, who had read 
Lord Curzon’s delightful book which 
describes a journey ia Northern Persia 
would remember hie quest for and 
attempt to enter this far-famed nataral 
fortress, Now Kelat-I-Nadiri is pro- 
bably unknown even to a good 
many Fellows of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society, mor is there any 
reason why it should be known except 
to travellers who have visited this part 
of Asin and to others who may be 
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acquainted with the past history of the 
various kingdoms and khanates near to 
whose borders it lies. 

Kelat-I-Nadiri is famous throughout 
‘Asin as perhaps the most extraordinary 
natural fortress in the world. Situated 
as it is at m spot where three empires 
rmoct— Persia, Afghanistan and Rassis— 
it was always renowned in ancient history 
as a strategic base of enormons 
either for offence or defence, and in the 
course of its eventfal history has succes- 
sively through the hands of 
almost every well known Asiatic con- 
querer. Tamerlane the Great once own- 
ed it, the Emperor Baber, and last, but 
not least, Nadir Shab, a modern ruler of 
Porsia, who flourished about 1740. 

‘There are a few vuloerable spots 
where an entrance can be gained by 
climbing, but the climber mast be in 
good fettle and accustomed to such 
work, or he had better not attempt the 
task. 

In the present day Kelat-I-Nadiri 
practically a wilderness ; inside it, the 
in a mall Persian gatrison, kept there 
more as we say in this country to 
“make face” than for strategical 
reasons, for the introduction of 
modern weapons of war the strongth of| 
Kolat-I-Nadiri, like that of Edinbargh 
Castle and of Samson when his bair 
was shorn, has gone from it 

* In the days when bows and arrows 
fixed the range at which men fought, 
both Kelat and the castle in Edinburgh 
were points round which centred the 
fates of kingdoms. Both were price- 
in the crowns of their res- 
peetive the former at any 
rate must at times have contained such 
‘material wealth as only Alladin's cave 
can suggest.

To sach « place, then, was it that the

Alter quitting Meshed the track to 
Kelat-I-Nadiri, only seventy miles 
distance. leads through a very wild, 
mountainous and sparsely inhabited 
country. In the old days, barely thirty 
years back, these mountain fastnesses, as 
‘also all this border country, were the 
scenes of bloody forays on the part of 
wild hordes of Turcoman horsemen.

The element 
of uncertainty was how far Mr. Redmond 
‘would carry his antagonism to this pro- 
posal. Even now we do not really know, 
for there are always loopholes of escape. 
Bat so little of the spirit of compro- 
mise did the Nationalist leader reveal 
that the faces of the Ministerialists 
grow gloomier as he proceeded. Not 
the most optimistic of Liberals now 
donies that the crisis is most grave. It 
js troe that Mr. Redmond expressed a 
strong desire to sapport the Gorera- 
ment in the interest of Home Rule— 
‘a desire so strong indeed that the 
‘Nationalists were prepared even to vote 
for the Badget if they had an assurance 
that the Veto Bill would pase. But he 
contended that the Budget was the 
strongest weapon with which they could 
fight the Lords and in the absence of 
sach an assarance he sai, “ We in 
Treland are not going to throw away 
‘that weapon.” 

‘THE PRIME MINISTER'S PLEDGE, 

Mr. Redmond declared that be un-

guarde, which experience showed to be 
necessary for the legislative utility and 
honour of the party of progress, to mean 
that he would insist on the application 
of the Royal prerogative to this end. 
Mr, Asquith stated emphatically that he 
never meant to imply this and that the 
safeguards to which he referred were 
legislative eafegards. Mr. Redmond 
admits the force of Mr. Asquith's con- 
teotion that no constitutional states- 
man could demand from the Sover 
a pledge to exercise bis prerogat 
regard to measares which hace not yet 
been approved by cr even submitted to 
the House of Commons ; but he insists 
that the veto measure should be brought 
in first, and that theo Mr. Asquith 
should redeem his pledge and refase to 
‘continue in office anless the Royal pre- 
rogative were exercised. 
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A BASIS OF COMPROMISE. 


A means of compromise bas been 
proposed by the Labour Party ; but 
whether it will be accepted remains to 
be seen. It in that the Badget of 
1909 shonld be rushed through the 
House practically ancbanged and that 
then the Veto should te introdaced and 
given precedencn of the Budget of| 
1910. That would certaioly not meet 
the objection of Mr. Redmond. The 
Budget of 1909 might be an effective 
weapon to ase against the House of 
Lords ; but that of 1910 would hardly 
be so. Still there is here « basis of 
compromise, for alter all, as Mr. 
Winston Charchill, makiog bis first 
speech as Home Secretary, pointed out 
last night, 2 no real reason to sup- 
pose that either Badget would prove an 
effective weapon against the Lords. The: 
Lords hate the Budget and “to try to 
coerce them to agree to our proposal 
about the Veto by threatening that. 
aoless they are complacent they shall 
have no Badget, no super-tex, no 
machinery of valuation” would, he said, 
be absnrd. veo suggested, with an 
apology to Mr. Redmond, that the 
proposal bad somewhat of a Hibernian 
flavour about it ; to which the Nationalist 
leaders replied that it was none the 
worse for that, Mr. Charchill's speech, 
however, while exceedingly frank and 
effective, did not help to smooth over 
the Goverament’s difficalties, He urged 
tbat the Budget of last year should be

“ Norta-“sina Dairy News,” 

Six,—From the letter in your issue 
of to-day it is evident that the Tram- 
ways’ Manager is getting somewhat out 
of his depth and I think it may be con- 
ceded that my remarks on overcapitaliz~ 
ation have “touched the spot.” Let 
‘us look a little closer at the Bgares and 
contentions in this letter. The figare 
given by Mr. McColl as the cost per 
mile of Home Systems undoubtedly 
includes the cost of the street improve- 
ments. The whole of the street widen- 
ings, improvements of gradients, set- 
ting back of buildiogs where necessary, 
in fact the cost of every alteration which 
the Council insist or decide upon is 
charged to the Tramways, and this ex- 
plains how Mr. McColl gets his high 
ficare for track constroction on Home 
systems. If he wishes the Ratepayors 
to understand that the cases of Shang- 

















hai and Home towns in this reepect 
can be compared, then I say this is a 
deliberate attempt to mislead. The 
fact that these charges are borne by the 
Tramways Companies at Home is one 
of the chief reasons that the Municipal 
Concerns do not show better results, 
whilst in Shanghai the street improve- 
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ments carried ont by the Tramways Co. 
‘are 80 microscopic that they do not 
affect the cost of constraction. I fail 
to see how it can make the slightest 
difference to the cost of the track by 
pnrchasing the corrent from the 
Council nybody else. Let Mr 
to the point ; he is able to 
give us his running expenses, atc. to 
several decimal places, now let us 
have the Capital expenditare to the 
same accnracy. The Shanghai Tram- 
ways are not a Manicipal concern, then 
mhy'does Mr. McColl confine all his 
comparisons to Manicipal undertakings 
t Home. Simply becanse the figares 
suit his purpose and by making « fair 
comparinon his case collapses. 

With regard to the freights, in-

Tt might seem thut a 
passage throngh the tail woald enable 
‘us to settle all questions as to ite 
natare, bat in reality it ix easier to 
stndy it from outside than from inside, 
since is is too attenuated to make its 
presence in any way manifest while wo 
are crossing it ; and its light will be too 
diffosed to render spectroscopic ob- 
servations easy. Still, it is desirable 
to study the night sky on the nights 
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of May 18 and May 19, to nee whether 
the tail ean be discerned; when the 
Earth paswed throogh the tail of the 
comet of 1861 a kind of anroral glare 
swan said to be visible ; in that case the 
transit was not anticipated, bat it was 
afterwards inferred that it must have 
taken place.
